ment of agriculture,

This bulletin, 
entitled "Tho Farm 


Kitchen'as a Workshop," discusses not 
merely tho: proper 
location 
of 
tho 


• kitchen with reference to other parts 
• of the house, but gives details as,, to 


tho best methods ot treating its doors 
and-walls, and elves v.rell tested floor 
plans for tho 
step-saviiiff 
arrange- 


ment of the sink, 
stove, .table, and 


ether kitchen utilities. , 


The author of. tho bulletin, in her 


introduction, states.that a smalt, com- 
pact kltchen^saves 
many steps 
and 


much useless labor tln the preparation 
of food. 
This, 'however, is in homes 


where tlto kitchen is merely a work- 
shop, and not used as a general pur- 
pose room where meals are served and 
where 1he faintly gathers to enjoy 
the wormth.of the stove. Even where 
a 1 arse kitchen is needed for such pur- 
poses, however, ;n logical arrangement 
of Its various features with relation 
to each other will enable the house- 
wife to do her work much more effi- 
ciently. 


"Whether the chief exposuro 
of the 


kitchen shall be; liorth, east, south, or 
-west, is a matter governed by Indi- 
vidual preference and local conditions. 
A kitchen which receives tho morning 
light is usually 
desirable. 
Effort 


should be made, however, 
to 
secure 


light from two directions and cross 
•\cntilation. 
From this purpose, ,tho 


kitchen should bo located either in a 
corner of the house or In a .narrow 
part where there can bo windows on 
opposite sides. 
It Is well, also to lo- 


cate the kitchen so that clouds of dust 


kitchen be reduced as much as possible, 
and especially that it be not made a 
place where outer clothing and 
hata 


arc hung. 


For reasons of general convenience, 


too, 
tho refrigerator should bo on the 


saino level as the kitchen. Similarly 
for the same reason, tho writer urges 
that the refrigerator or icebox be so 
arranged that it can bo filled from 
outside. 
it the rear opening of tho 


Icebox, is tightly Joined to tho open- 
ing In the wall of the house, and this 
opening Is screened with strong wire 
netting, the hack of the Icebox can bo 
left open in winter and tho food kept 
in cold air without chilling the rear 
oi the house. 


Tho floors, walls and ceilings should 


have a plain surface and bo free from 
cracks', ridges, mouldings, 
or 
other 


raised ornaments which catch dust 
and dirt, are 
difficult to keep , clean, 


and afford harboring places for in- 
sects. 
Walls covered with washable 


wall paper are easier to 
clean 
than 


those simply tinted, though tho latter 
can ho readily renewed. 
Light colors 


are preferable, greenish grays being 
desirable if the exposure 
is 
toward 


tho south, and light yellows or creams 
If the kitchen gets its light'principally 
from the northeast.

supplies necessarily must be bought in 
bulk nnd need sufficient storage space. 
In such cases, U ia sometimes wise to 
provide an extra pantry or storage 
room. 
In arranging Iho pantry how- 


ever, especially if It be between the 
kitchen and dining room,* car*? should 
1)0 used not lo mako It loo large, as 
a long passageway between these two 
rooms adds necessarily to the labor of 
tha woman.

Thc-kltclien, Iho writer finds, should 


be so located that It will bo espe- 
cially convenient to tho pantry, dining 
room, storeroom, cellar and wood shed. 
At tho same time, access to 
other 


parts of the house should be easy from 
tho kitchen, although, ns tho writer 
points out.

Lighting, ventilation and heating1 are 


particularly Important in Iho kitchen. 
For ventilating purposes, a window 
that goes to tho top of the room, with 
a top sash that can be readily raised 
nnd lowered, Is especially good, as it 
lets out the hot air which naturally 
rises. 
A window pole, can bo'provid- 


ed':for closing1- tho top sash. 
In lieu 


of. a window opening at the,top, small 
windows •for ventilating purposes may 
be provided near the top, -over 'the 
cupboard, table, or sink. 
Thcso .will 


bo most convenient If they are hinged 
and arranged so that they can 'bo 
opened-and closed by pulley and rope. 
There can hardly be loo many win- 
dows In a kitchen. 
Glass panels In 


doors also allow light to penetrate 
Into dark places In closets or . pas- 
sageways. 
Where there Is danger of 


breakage, wire glass should bo used, 
and where privacy is desirable, frost- 
ed or similar glass can bo selected. 


In the northern states during -cold 
eather tho. windows In the kitchen 


should bo provided with a board which 
fits below the lower sash of tho1 win- 
dow, with the lower sash shut upon 
it. 
This arrangement will admit air 


between the 
two 
sashes 
without 


drafts. 
Very good ventilation without 


groat loss of heat may bo obtained by 
the use of window screens covered: 
with cotton cloth. 
These allow the 


outside nlr to enter without a draft, 
and also keep out dust and dtrt. 


.Theso cloth coverings will bo very 


serviceable over pantry and 
store- 


during the winter. In such cases the 
cloth ean bo fastened on tho outside 
of the window with thumb 
Shades should be provided for sunny 
windows, and at least ono window 
tho kitchen should bo equipped with 
an adjustable shade, which 
pulled over either the upper or lower 
sash, or both. 


In cold districts, loose windows and 


cracks should be provided with win- 
dow strips orv stuffed, and special care 
should be given to chinking up the 
cracks between the frame of the house 
and tho foundations, so as to keep out 
the cold. 
Double or storm windows 


and storm porches are advantages In 
very cold climates. 


For summer In northern states, and 


for all-the-year use in warmer regions 
of tho country, 
there 
should 


screened porch opening off from 
kitchen on the side which is not ex- 
posed to the sun during tho hottest 
part of the day. Much of the kitchen 
work may' be done hero and this will 
add greatly to the comfort of 
the 


worker. 
Some prefer to havo such a 


porch open on to the garden, but oth- 
ers find a screened 
porch with 
no 


opening preferable, just 
because it 


gives 
better protection against files. 


All windows should be screened 
to 


keop out files and other Insects which 


cause o* 
are disease carriers, and a 
„, 


discomfort, 
Where frame screens . , 


.not obtainable, files can be kept out 
by tacking wire netting 16 meshes to 
the linear Inch, over openings. 
The 


screen should cover the entire win- 
dow opening, so as to permit the open- 
Ing of cither sash.' .

Other 
"Holland bulbs," such as the hya- 
cinth and narcissus should be plant- 
ed at the same time as the tulip.

The bast soil for the tulip Is a light

The soil should be well 


drained and sand vfa better than clay. 
In clay soils It Is desirable to set the 
1 bulbs on R layer of sand, to insure 


drainage, while in very heavy soils the 
sand should completely surround them. 
They do best In a rich soil, but manure 
should not coma In contact with the 
bulbs. 
It is best applied to a pro- 


. vious crop. When fertilization is nec- 
; «6&Rry at the time of planting, wcll- 
' rotted manure compost should be used

ous plants attractive around the lawn 
In early spring, but they are also 
most satisfactory for Indoor culture 
during" the winter.

window boxes. Holland bulbs, such as 
the narcissus, tulip, and hyacinth, are 
practically the only plants that will 
flower satisfactorily in the house with 
ordinary care. 
About the only plant 


giving similar satisfaction is the bc- 
gonln, according- to the department of 
agriculture's specialist who has ex- 
perimented with many varieties. 


The essential!! for growing bulbs in- 


doors are that they shall become thor- 
oughly rooted before the tops are per- 
mitted to grow. 
This 
is 
done by 


planting the bulbs In soil either in 
pots or what florists know as "pans," 
which are shallow porcelain pots, or 
in boxes. These bulbs are then put In 
a cool place In the dark, for a period 
of two to sir of eight weeks, or even 
longer if desired. 
They should be 


left there until the roots are well 
started. In the case of bulhs planted 
in pots, tha pots may be inverted and 
gently tapped, when the bulb and soil 
will come out in a mass.

Issued by Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington 


WASHINGTON, D. C., 
Nov. 4.—Im- 


provement in the arrangement of tho 
farm kitchen .will result In saving tho 
energies of some 5,000,000 people and 
make- their work loss heavy and more 
enjoyable, according1 to Farmers' Bulle- 
tin No, €07, Issued by tho U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


This bulletin, 
entitled "Tho Form 


Kitchen as a Workshop," discusses not 
merely the proper 
location 
of 
the 


kitchen 'with reference to other parts 
of tho house, but gives details as to 
tho best rncUiods of treating Us doors 
and walls, and gives well, tested floor 
plans for the 
step-saving 
arrange- 


ment of the sink, 
stove, 
table, and 


other kitchen utilities. 


Tho author of the bulletin, in her 


introduction, states that a small, com- 
pact kitchen saves 
many steps 
and 


much useless labor in the preparation 
of food. 
Tlits. however, is in 


whcrro the kitchen is merely 
shop, and not used as a general pur- 
pose room where meals are served and 
whero the 
family" gathers to enjoy 


the wornith of the stove, liven where 
a large kitchen is needed for such pur- 
poses, however, a logical arrangement 
of its various features with, relation 
to each other will enable the house- 
wife to do her work much more- cHi- 
clontly. 


Whether the chief exposure 
of the 


kitchen shall be north, cast, south, or 
west, is a matter governed by Indi- 
vidual preference and local conditions. 
A kitchen which receives tho mo_rnlng 
light Is usually 
desirable, 


fihould be made, however, 
to 


light from two- directions and cross 
ventilation. 
From this purpose, tho 


kitchen should bo located either in a 
corner of the houso or in a narrow 
part where there can bo windows on 
opposite skies. 
It is well, also to lo- 


cate the kitchen so that Clouds of dust 
may -not he blown in from tho road, 


kitchen be reduced ay much as possible, 
anil especially that It bo not raado a 
place where outer clothing and hats 
are? bung. 


Kor reasons of general convenience 


too, tho refrigerator should be on tho 
same level as the kitchen. 
Similarly, 


for tho same reason, tho writer urges 
that the refrigerator or icebox be so 
arranged that It can bo filled from 
outside. 
If thd rear opening of 
tho 


Icebox 13 tightly joined to tho open- 
ins I" the wall of tho house, and this 
opening is screened with strong wire 
netting, the back of tho Icebox can be 
left open In winter and the food kept 
In cold air without chilling the rear 
oj tho house. 


The floors, walls and ceilings should 


have a plain surface and bo free from

Unnnlshed wooden floors aro ono of 


the great burdens of the housewife, 
as they can be kept clean only by

Soft woods can bo bet- 


tered 
by the application of special 


floor paints. >Hard woods can be made- 
less absorbent by tho applications of 
wood fillers which aro common com- 
mercial preparations.

soned boards aro used,

likely to occur from shrinkage, and 
these should bo filled, "putty 
being 


sometimes used—and sometimes com- 
mercial preparations designed for this 
purpose. 


Lighting, ventilation and heating are 


particularly important In tha kitchen 
For ventilating1 purposes, a window 
that goes to tho top of tho room, with 
a top sash that can be readily raised 
and lowered, Is especially good, as it 
lets out the hot air which naturally 


room windows which are kept open 
during tho winter. In such rases the 
cloth can bo fastened on the outside 
of tho window with thumb 
lacks. 


Shades should be provided for sunny 
windows, and at least one window 
the kitchen should be equipped with 
an adjustable shade, which can 
pulled over either the upper or lower 
sash, or both. 


In cold districts, looso windows and 


cracks should bo provided with win- 
dow strips or stuffed, and-special car* 
should be given to chinking up the 
cracks between the frame of the house 
and tho foundations, so as to keep out 
the cold.

For summer in northern states, and

part of the day. Much of tho kitchen 
work may bo done hero and this wilt

better protection against files. 


AH windows should be screened 
to 


keep out files and other insects %vhtch 
are disease carriers, and a causa of 
discomfort. 
Where frame screens are

as regards stale matters, the senators and representatives from Ihis 
district should put aside trivial interests such ns some of those that have 
taken up the time of the legislatures in recent years and should advance 
some measure fhnt would inaugurate n genuine reform and incidentally 
confer a lasting benefit ozi Lowell and the surrounding districts.

such matters await legislative attention, but one necessity stands cut 
preeminently: this is the need of Lowell for elbow room—for a chunto 
to expand geographically, industrially, in population and in prestige. 


The Sim has shown from time to time by comparative tables o£ nrea, 


population and generul layout that Lowell crowds its hundreds of 
thousands into n far smaller space than any city of its population iti 
'Kew England. 
As a result those regions suited for industrial expansion ( 


are overcrowded and even its residential districts are being spread out 
more and more, huf not in the right, direction. It is not choice that drives 


BO many hundreds oi: our people into tho extreme highlands, hut necessity. 


Without doubt Lowell will sooner or Inter recognize the desirability 


of annexing many of the surrounding towns and the towns will como 
to a similar state of mind. 
At present, however, our recent policy of 


inactivilVt lack of enterprise and unwise retrenchment have, reacted against 
any large reform such as 
annexation and 
the towns 
have grown 


suspicious and partially averse to a closer connection with our nHairs. 
Still, the obstacles to annexation are almost entirely temporary and 
remediable, while tho advantages arc- permanent and renl. 
It is just as 


much for the advantage of the towns to have a larger, busier and more 
prosperous Lowell as it is for the citizens of Lowell proper.

They do best in a rich soil, but manure 
should not come in contact with the 
bulbs.

(lie narcissus, tulip, and hyacinth, are 
practically tho only plnnls -that will 
(lower satisfactorily in the hoitso with 
ordinary care. 
About the only plant 


giving similar satisfaction is tho bc- 
gonla, according to the department of 
agriculture's specialist who has ex- 
perimented with many varieties. 


The essentials for growing bulbs in- 


doors are. that they dhall become, thor- 
oughly rooted before the tops are per- 
mitted to grow.

planting the bulbs in soil cither In 
pots or what florists know as "pans," 


time for outdoor blooms by starting 
the bulbs early in tho fall and bring- 
ing them into the light at Intervals of 
a week or ten days.

started in October, and all of the bulbs 
should be planted before the mlddls 
of November.

untii the bud has pushed clear above 
tho pot. otherwise the blooms will be 
strangled in attempting to get out o£ 
the bulbs.

cellar. 


these pots and boxes -may be burled 
In the open ground, tho pots being 
covered with four Inches of soil. 
In 


localities where the ground custom- 
arily freezes hard, a heavy coating of 
manure should bo added as soon as the 
first crust freezes over the bulbs. Thtai 
layer of manure will 
prevent their 


freezing and will permit the bulbs to 
be removed to the house from Urns to 
time as needed. 


The hyacinths, pa per- white narcis- 


sus and especially tho Chinese sacred 
Illy are frequently grown In water. 
Spscial glasses for these bulbs may 
bo purchased in which they may bo 
successfully grown, or they may bo 
placed in any attractive dish and sup- 
ported by pebbles. The water should 
bo kept so that It torches the bottom 
of the bulb.
